Insrvf powder, sotiieiimcs called 
pyreihnnn. biihach, or Oatntulian in- 
sect powiler, may be used in the same 
way. Fresh, unadulterated pyrethrum 
is neecisary to secure satisfactory re* 
suits.

).reeding places of the insects. It is 
01 course, ttnpnrtaiit to tlvs roy the 
iidnlt (Iras, hut this should lie accom¬ 
panied hy a thiimugh ctraning out oi 
all places in which their eggs may hr 
laid. Since it takes from two weeks 
to manv months ft>r the eggs of fleas 
ir. develop to adults, there Is always 
d.nger of rcinfestatinn unless the 
I reeding places are thoroughly de* 
•troyed. 

It is a well known (art that certain 
I inds of fleas arc mponadde for the 
•prrad of the buhonic plagiK. and this 
iilMtic would nuke their destruction a 
I'liivrrsal duty. They are, however.

from their share in stirrading conta* 
gion, they arc a great nuisance to 
stork ti> suvh an extent that they ser- 
iuufl) injure the health of the animal. 
‘J Iiv flea can exist practically cvery- 
whrrr that man can. and if th^ con- 
tPiions arc |>ermitted tr> be favurablv 
ii uill nudtiply with great rapidity.

Olid ofttlmcs without componBallun, to 
buy blooded llveatock. build alios, 
fertilise the Isnd. secure better seed, 
hold tbtitr prodttcta fur a betetr mar¬ 
ket price, etc. The banker In con* 
tHbntlng toward Improving the srade 
of livestock; tbe quality of the seed 
and the fortlllly of the soil, pisnta In 
tbe agricultural life of tbo community 
a fountain of profit, that, llko Tenny¬ 
son'a brook, runs on and on forever. 
Community Progrtsa a Bank Aeaet. 

The time was wh<*n money loaned 
on such a basis would sevoroly teat 
the sanity of the banker; such trans¬ 
actions would pain the dtructors llko 
a Mow In the face. A cashier who 
would dare to oast bread upon waters 
that did not return hiitirred side up 
in tlmo for annual dividends would 
have in give way to a more capable 
man. This does not necessarily mean 
that tho haiikera are getting any butter 
or that tho milk of human kindneass la 
being Imbibed more freely by uur fluon- 
clora. It Indicates that the bankers aro 
gutting wiser, becoming moro able Hn* 
anclora and the banking Industry nioro 
. competent. Tho vision of the builder is 
crowding out the spirit of the pawn¬ 
broker A light has been turned ou 
a now world of Invest inuiit and no 
usurer over rt^olved as largo returns 
un tbe liiveatmoiit as these progros- 
■Ivo bankers, who made loans to 
uplift Industry. Tbe bankers have 
always boon liberal city bulldurs, but 
they are now building agriculture. 

A Dollar With a Soul. 

It Is rcfresbUig In this ntrenuous 
commercial life to find so many dol¬ 
lars with aouls. When a dbllar la ap¬ 
proached to perform a task that does 
nut directly yield the hlgbusl rate of 
Interoai, wo usually hoar tha nistio 
of the eagle's wings as It soars up- 
waiHl; when s dollar Is requested to 
fsturn at tbo option of tho borrower. 
It usually appunis to tho Ooddusa of 
Liberty for Us contractural rights; 
when a dollar la aakud lo eapand in 
volume lo auU the requiremutils of 
* Industry, It usually talks aulumnly of 
its redeemer, but soul muiurlal baa 
entered Into tho vaq^ta of our banks 
and rate, time and volume have o 
new basis of reckoning In so far as 
the ability of some of the bankers 
rerrall them to co-opersto In promot¬ 
ing tho business of farming. 

Ood Almighty's Nobitmen. 

Those bsnkers oro Ood Almighty's 
noblviiiuM. lUaven Unt earth the 
spirit of these men and the angels 
will help them roll In place tbe 
cornerstones of empires. They are 
not philanthropists, they are wise 
bankers. Tbo spirit of the builder 
boa given them s now vision, and 
wisdom has visited upon thorn bust- 
nost foresight. 

The cackle of tho hen, tbo low 
of kino And the rutile of growing 
crops echo In every bang vault In the 
nation and tho shrewd banker knows 
that he can more effecllvsly Increase 
Ills duposlia by putting blue blood l*i 
the veins of livestock; ipiallly In 
the ylwld or the soil and value Into 
agrPulturai products, than by busl- 
nsta bandsbskes, overdrafts and 
gaudy calendars. 

Taking tho community Into part¬ 
nership with the batik, opening up w 
f ledger account with prugrena, mnklng 
tbiifi and enterprtao stockholders and 
the prosperity nf ihu country an 
asset to tho bank, put behind It 
stability far more dealrahle than a 
letterhead bearing tho names of all 
the distinguished cUlaeiis of the com¬ 
munity.

Irurlng the hot montbt, when tbe ap¬ 
petite needs a lUtlo toning up. tbe 
following salmon

Liver Pudding (Old Georgia Style). 
*-Taks a bog's liver, half a bog’s bead, 
two red peppers and one onion. Cut 
the pepper and onion In small pieces 
and Us In a small cheeascloth wBb a 
little aago; season with salt and drop 
Into the kettle with tbe boiling meat 
When tender, remove Jrom the kettle 
and when root take out tbe bone and 
gristle; set aside lo a mold- Add two 
or three hard-cooked eggs at Intervals 
to make It more attractive when 
sllcc-d. 

Splesd Best Tongue.---Wash and 
trim a fresh beef tongue, drpp Into 
boiling water with a tsaspoonful of 
salL a pepper pod, and almmer until 
tbe tongue la tender. Cool, peel and 
put Into a clean saucepan; add four 
(ableapooofuls of sugar, a tablespoon¬ 
ful each of allspice and cloves, both 
ground, a cupful of water and half a 
cupful of cider vinegar. Rlmroer un¬ 
til the Itnuor Is evaporated, turning 
the longue often to season well. Chill 
on Ice aud serve cut In thin slices 
garnished with lemon and parsley 

Any bits of cold meat, from chicken 
to mutton. If no more than a cupful, 
will make a most appetising dish If 
these directions are followed: Cut two 
or three potatoes very thin, put into 
rhs bottom of a buttered baking dish, 
cover with a cupful of meat and any 
gravy, or, If none, a little water, with 
beef extract, two tablsspoonfula of 
shredded onion and a cupful or two*of 
tomatoes over all Bake an hour, or 
nniil »Ki» ^(atoM ae* tender then 
sprinkle the top with a few cooked 
peas and asrvs from tbs dish. Add 
seasonings of salt and pepper.
